of information” but it is more than 
that. It is a book written with hu- 
mor and insight in a manner that 
both the amateur and the veteran 
collector can enjoy. 


Practically everybody collects, 
says Ormsbee, it is an infectious 
mania from which no one is im- 
mune. Mr. Ormsbee has met collect- 
ors from all walks of life: traffic 
cops who collect Windsors, Pullman 
porters who collect Liverpool pitch- 
ers, a night clerk in a hotel who 
went in for colored prints of fam- 
ous trotting horses, and a lumber 
camp cook who hoarded stoneware 
jugs. Collecting has its benefits, be- 
sides being a hobby for leisure hours, 
it is an excellent remedy for the 
healing of tired nerves and for lift- 
ing despondency. 

Visits to museums are advisable 
for the amateur but a shop is the 
best place to study antiques. Here 
Mr. Ormsbee gives three valuable 
rules to the collector: First, get ac- 
quainted with dealers in your vicin- 
ity; second, make purchases from 
time to time—dealers are not in 
the business for their health or 
for the sole purpose of giving you 
instruction; third, restrain the im- 
pulse to dwell on the priceless old

PACE BRISK 


First Two Months Of Year 
Up 51.2 Per Cent Over 
Same Period For 1940 


| SAN FRANCISCO—Early predic- 
tions that 1941 will be a banner 
home building year for northern 
California give promise of fulfill- 
ment beyond most optimistic esti- 
mates, if current operations in the 
district office of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration are any criter- 
ion. : 

Despite the fast pace set in 1940, 
which found builders busier than at 
any time in more than a decade, 
the first two months of this year 
registered a jump of 51.2 per cent 
in the number of new homes in this 
area on which FHA-insured mort- 
gages, and a gain of $3,775,256 in 
new home investments, over Janu- 
ary and February last year. 


During the past two months, it was 
reported, mortgages have been in- 
sured on 2690 new homes in North- 
ern California, built under FHA in- 
spection and construction require- 
ments, and financed with insured 
| mortgages amounting to $11,672,065. 
‘This compares to 1779 new home 
| mortgages, amounting to $7,896,809, 
during the same months last year. 

Including new homes not built un- | 
{der FHA inspection and existing | 
dwellings refinanced under the FHA 
‘plan, total mortgages during the 
| past two months were said to num- 
ber 3361, totaling $14,526,665, as

WASHINGTON, (UP)—President |

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FEDERAL LABOR | 
BOARD MAYBE 
REVISED 


Jurisdictional Disputes 
Delaying Defense Program 
Point Need For Mediation 


WASHINGTON, (lP) — President 

Roosevelt declared today that he is 
, absolutely opposed to jurisdiction- 
' al labor strikes that are holding up 
| several phases of the national de- 
| fense program. 
| The President said he feels the 
{country as a whole cannot approve 
;in any way, shape or form a juris- 
| dictional strike such as the AFL 
walkout at Dayton, O., which has 
‘slowed down work on the Wright 

Field expansion program. 

He added that while he was ab- 
solutely opposed to the jurisdiction- 
al type of labor conflict, he has not 

found a solution to the problem. 

| The President made it clear that 
‘he is becoming more convinced of 
| the necessity for establishing some 
new form of an over-all federal me- 
diation mechanism to handle prob- 
'lems of labor and the defense pro- 
gram. He said he feels this could be 
be established without additional 
legislation, but he emphasized that 
plans still are very much in the 
nebulous stage. 

It might be like the labor board 
of world war days, he said, but it 
would be more than merely a media- 
tion board. 

Such an organization would sur- 
vey the whole problem of labor and 
production and be devised in a form 
which would enable it to continue

‘Gov't Cost In 
| County Noted 


| Average Past Year Was 
| $38.29 Per Capita for 


Entire Pouulation 


The cost of El Dorado county gov- 
ernment for 1939-40 averaged $38.29 
for every man, woman, and child in 
the county, California Taxpayers’ 
association stateq today, making 
public a study of the per cap- 
ita costs of county governments in 
California for the four years, 1936- 
37 to 1939-40. 

The $38.29 per capita cost of the 
county government for 1939-40, the 
last completed fiscal year, was a 
small increase over the $37.39 cost 
for the preceding year, but it was a 
41 per cent increase over the cost 
of the county government in 1986- 
37, only four years before, when it 
averaged $27.08 per capita, the asso- 
ciation declared. 

Pointing out that plans for 
spending by the counties for the 
next fiscal year are, in many 
counties, already being formulated, 
the taxpayers’ association said: 

“Expenditures of the county gov- 
ernment for the coming year should 
be considered not only in their re- 
lationship to prior year expendi- 
tures but in their relationship to the 
entire picture of government spend- 
ing. First things must come first 
in America today and the whole 
emphasis in American life is on the 
defense program. The tremendous 
expenditures of the federal govern- 
ment must, wherever possible, be 
balanced by reductions in expend- 
itures by our state and local gov- 
ernments.”
